Court overturns minimum wage, 
overtime for government workers 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Supreme 
Court today overturned a 1974 federal 
law extending minimum wage and over­ 
time provisions to millions of state and 
local government employes. 
In a 5-4 decision written by Justice 
William H. Rehnquist, the court said 
Congress exceeded its powers by at­ 
tempting to displace the powers of the 
state and local governments to structure 
their employer-employe relationships. 
The 1974 amemdments to the Fair 
Labor Standards Act would have 
required local and state governments to 
comply with minimum wage, overtime 
and reporting requirements such as now 
are applied to private employes. 
The National League of Cities, the 
National Governors Conference and 
several communities filed suit, claiming 
the act was unconstitutional and an in­ 
fringement on the federal structure 
separating national and local govern­ 
ment. 
A three-judge federal court dismissed 


the suit, but today the Supreme Court 
reversed, striking down the amend­ 
ments. 
At the same tim e, the justices 
overruled a 1968 decision upholding 
e a rlie r am endm ents extending 
minimum wage and overtime require­ 
ments to public hospitals and other 
government services which compete 
with private agencies. 
The Labor Department told the 
justices the 1974 amendments would add 
3.4 m illion workers to the law ’s 
coverage, 
But opponents said while most state 
and local employes are receiving better 
than the minimum wage, overtime re­ 
quirements for police, firemen and other 
civil servants would have an immense 
impact on the ability of communities to 
control their own budgets and working 
conditions of their employes 
Rehnquist said upholding the law “ will 
... significantly alter or displace the 
state’s abilities to structure employer- 
Volunteers at Village fire 
station give resignations 


Volunteers serving County Fire Station 
51 in Vandenberg Village have resigned 
to protest budget cutting threats of the 
board of supervisors. 


Tom Doolittle, chief of an approximate 
10-man force of volunteers, said a letter 
of resignation was being mailed to the 
supervisors today. 


Doolittle said the action was based on 
four points: (I) Budget cutting talk 
threatens the jobs of 71 regular county 
firefighters and if carried out would 
reduce fire protection in county areas of 
Lompoc Valley. (2) Supervisors talk 
about hiring more volunteers and using 
them in regular firefighting action 


despite the inability of volunteers to 
duplicate the service of regulars. (3) 
Chances are slim that enough state cer 
tified volunteers can be found to 
adequately protect the community. (%) 
Budget cuts threaten to further reduce 
the already thin county firefighting 
forces. 
The volunteers had previously said 
they would resign if the supervisors 
turned firefighting responsibilities over 
to the state Division of Forestry. 
Doolittle said the volunteers resigned 
last night despite a state recommenda­ 
tion against the takeover by the division 
of forestry because of further threats to 
the quality of fire protection. 


Illegal Massachusetts strike 
ends minutes before deadline 


BOSTON (U P I) — A three day illegal 
strike by 20,000 Massachusetts state 
employes ended today minutes before a 6 
a m. court deadline that would have cost 
the union $200,000 a day in fines if the 
strike continued. 
“ Because of the progress in the talks, 
we are ordering all the workers back to 
work immediately,” union president 
Howard Doyle said, emerging from an 
overnight negotiating session with state 
officials and a mediator. 
“ I ’m optimistic at a time like this that 
they will go back to work,” Doyle said. 
Unable to settle a contract to get their 
first pay raise since 1960, the workers 
walked out at 6 a.m. Monday. 
Late Wednesday Judge Thomas Morse 
gave the strikers the choice of continuing 


the strike which seriously impaired state 
services, or face fines of $200,000 a day. 
Mediator Erie Schmertz, looking 
fatigued, told an impromptu news con­ 
ference at the talk site there had been 
“ significant progress” in the talks in­ 
itiated Wednesday afternoon by Superior 
Court order, a I t h o u g h no contract 
agreement. 
“ The mediation process will continue 
in the same intensive manner, looking 
towards a full settlement,” Schmertz 
said. 
State Administrative Secretary John 
Buckley said he was pleased with the 
talks progress, adding, “ certainly it was 
in the best interest of the union officials 
and the members that they conform to 
the court order.”

Stewart. Harry A. Blackman and Lewis 
Powell Jr. William J. Brennan Jr., 
Byron R. White, Thurgood Marshall and 
John Paul Stevens dissented. 
Ford discloses 
proposals for 
bus guidelines 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Saying some 
judges “ have gone too far,” President 
Ford today proposed legislation to set up 
specific guidelines for federal courts 
ordering busing to desegregate schools. 
In his long-awaited message to 
Congress, Ford said any court-ordered 
busing should be limited to five years 
and that judges have the power to order 
busing only in school desegregation 
cases in which illegal racial discrimina­ 
tion has occurred. 
The legislation also would require the 
courts to determine the extent to which 
unlawful discrimination by government 
or school board officials has resulted in 
more racial imbalance in a school or 
school system — and that court remedies 
be held to eliminating only that specific 
act of discrimination. 


The President also proposed creation 
of an independent National Community 
and Education Committee to help any 
school community requesting citizen as­ 
sistance in voluntarily resolving its 
school segregation problems 
Ford stressed his own “ strong per­ 
sonal feelings against racial dis­ 
crimination,” his belief that it is his duty 
to enforce the law of the land and his 
dedication to “ quality education.” 
But, he said, “ In recent years, we have 
seen many communities in the country 
lose control of their public schools to the 
federal courts because they failed to 
voluntarily correct the effects of official 
and willful denial of the rights of some 
children in their schools.

Tinder-dry California brushlands and 
forests exploded into flames in three cor­ 
ners of the state Thursday, scorching 
more than 23,000 acres including part of 
the scenic Point Reyes National 
Seashore. 
The largest fire was a 20,000-acre con­ 
flagration in the Sierra foothills near 
Placerville. Flames roared through 
grass and brush during the night, 
destroying two homes and 12 other 
buildings. The community of Plymouth 
was threatened, but an army of 1,600 fire­ 
fighters saved it by setting backfires. 
In Southern California, north of Los 
Angeles, a 1,700-acre brush fire was 
brought near control Thursday morning 
after driving scores of residents from an 
exclusive area of $100,000 homes in the 
Conejo Valley. 
The fire at Point Reyes broke out late 
Wednesday night in grass near the 
southern end of Tomales Bay. High 
winds swept the flames into brush and 
then into heavy pine. 
A National Park spokesman said the 
area was rugged, uninhabited terrain. 
Crews from the state Forestry Service, 
National Park Service and Marin County 
fire departments were attempting to 
keep the fire from growing. More crews 
were being called in, including a crack 
80-man firefighting unit from Idaho. 
Air tankers, bulldozers and pumper un­ 
its were aiding the hand crews on the fire 
lines. 
Cause of the Point Reyes fire was not 
known. 
The Shingle Springs fire, in the Sierra 
east of Sacramento, was the worst forest 
fire so far this season in Northern 
California. 


It started late Wednesday when five 
separate small fires, churned by winds 
up to 50 miles an hour, joined into one 
huge conflagration sending billows of 
gray smoke up over the countryside 
along Highway 50. 
The U.S. Forest Service called in an in­ 
frared scanner plane from Texas to 
locate “ hot spots” in the vast tree and 
brush-covered lands along the western 
edge of the mountains. The driest winter 
in years has made the California forests 
susceptible to explosive fire dangers. 
Hot and windy weather added to the 
threat of fires. But a spokesman for the 
state Division of Forestry said the high 
breezes of Wednesday night had 
dwindled and the big Shingle Springs fire 
might be stopped before it could cross 
Highway 49 and ignite more dry 
brushland in the Mother Lode. 
Some families had to evacuate their 
homes hastily near Plymouth Wednes­ 
day night when the fire a p p e a re d to be 
headed into the town. 
Two horses died in the flames and cat­ 
tle panicked, running into barbed wire 
fences ahead of the flames. 
A 300-acre fire in Tehama County was 
contained by firefighters and another 
300-acre blaze was stopped in Napa 
County. 
The Ventura County fire was stirred up 
by swirling winds that gusted up to 50 
miles an hour, amid 100-degree tempera­ 
tures Wednesday. Helicopters and air­ 
planes dropped retardant chemicals as 
ground crews fought with hand tools to 
stop the flames. 
Officials said the firefighting opera­ 
tion was hampered by motorists stopping 
along U.S. 101, the Coast Highway, to 
watch the fire in the hills.

Drawing a crowd of approx­ 
imately ISO representing 
varioiui govemmoital agencies 
and residents of Santa Ynez, 
Solvang and Buellton an en­ 
vironm ental im pact report 
hearing for a proposed Santa 
Ynez Community Services 
District wastewater disposal 
system was continued last night 
to July 15 at 8 p.m. 
SYCSD Board Chairman 
Tony Hernandez called a halt to 
the hearing of testimony at 
10:30 p.m. when he noted that 
only about half of those who had 
indicated a desire to speak had 
been heard. 
Santa Ynez district engineer 
Bob Flowers set the stage for 
p r e s e n t a t i o n s 
from the 
audience after he briefly out­ 
lined positions of the EIR which 
spells out a pair of alternatives 
for the project. Under Ute first 
alternative, an interceptor 
would be built to the existing 
Scdvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District plant through a 
joint Santa Ynez River Water 
crossing facility. This alter­ 
native would require a joint 
powers agreement betwen 
SYCSD and SMID, plus ad­ 
ditional state and fe ^ ral grant 
fund aid. 
The state has ruled that the 
river crossing proposal is in­ 
eligible for grant funding. 
second alternative would 
call for building a 12 inch 
gravity interceptor along Zanja 
de Cota creek through the Santa 
Ynez Indian Reservation. The 
interceptor would go to a treat­ 
ment plant which would be 
owned and operated by the 
Santa Ynez district at a site 
near the Santa Ynez river. 
This alternative would also 
require approval of the Indian 
Tribal Council and acquisition 
of some land from Gainey Ara­ 
ban Ranch. 
Del Thompson, representing 
the Santa Ynez Tribal Council, 
said the Indians were not in 
favor of one alternative over 
the other but called for “adop­ 
tion of a plan of acti(m to solve 
the proMems.’’ 
Among

prefer«ices for the first alter­ 
native because of the potential 
danger to downstream water 
sources were Attorney Stanley 
Hatch, representing the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation 
District; Engineer Tom Stetson 
of Improvement District No. I 
of the SYRCD and Attorney 
Dale Hants, representing the 
Gainey Ranch. • 
Engineer Glen Hartford of 
SMID said the EIR contained 
too many unanswered questions 
and that cost consideration was 
an impcMiant factor in chiXMing 
any alternative solution. SMID 
Leo Mathiesen noted that SMID 
was interested in a total solu­ 
tion to the problem — a solu­ 
tion, he said, which would 
preserve the quality of the 
Santa Ynez River. 
Ken Jones, executive (rfficer 
of the State Regional Water 
Control Board, said a project of 
some kind must be undertaken 
and called upon the SYCSD and 
SMID to “get together’’ 
to 
form a joint front to decide 
which project would be better. 
Referring to the ineligibility 
of the river creasing for grant 
funds, Jones said. “In my opi­ 
nion, it is up to the p e o ^ to 
make it grant eligible.’’ 
He added that he will support 
any appeal for grant funds for 
the crossing.

Trustees of Allan Hancock 
College this week approved the 
college district’s budget calling 
for the expenditure of $10.6 
million, up about 1500,000 over 
the current budget. 


The new budget includes 
salary raises of 3,6 per cent for 
both certificated and classified 
personnel, along with the exten­ 
sion of Blue Crou and dental 
protection to include all family 
members. Certificated person­ 
nel, throng a faculty commit­ 
tee, had sought 12 per cent 
salary raises; and the classifled 
had sought a .7.6 per cent in­ 
crease. 
The salaries were negotiated 
under the old meet and confer 
process. College employes 
earlier had rejected proposals 
to use the machinery of the new 
collective bargaining law. 


Allan Hancock College 
District has a current tax of 51 
cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation. It was unclear what 
effect the budget would have on 
the rate pending final figures on 
assessed valuation in August, 
but Walter Conrad, college 
president, said the impact 
would be “minimal.” 


Hancock has a total of about 
10,000 students, including 3,000 
fulltime at the Santa Maria 
campus and the balance at 
other locations. A Lompoc 
facility was opened at Hapgood 
School a year ago.

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House ok's reforms Cranston 
not VP 
to avoid scandals 
candidate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
After seven hours of argument, 
House Democrats have adopted 
a set of reforms they say will 
avoid future Elizabeth Ray- 
type sex scandals and improve 
the election-year image of the 
Democratic-controlled 
Con­ 
gress. 
House majority leaders and 
the prime author of the reform 
plans, Rep. David Obey, D- 
Wis., succeeded, in Wednes­ 
day’s party caucus, in keeping 
intact a resolution that not only 
reforms the House Administra­ 
tion Committee but eliminates 
some cash fringe benefits now 
available to members. 
Miss Ray alleged that Wayne 
Hays, while chairman of the 
committee, put her on the pan­ 
el’s payroll at $14,000 a year to 
serve only as his mistress — a 
claim he denied. 
But Hays resigned his chair­ 
manship and Rep. Frank 
Thompson, D-N.J., was elected 
by the House Wednesday, on a 
295-4 vote, to succeed him. 
Speaker Carl Albert and 
Democratic Leader Thomas 
O’Neill urged speedy passage of 


the reform plan to signal to the 
public that Democrats were 
cleaning their own house — 
although one critic, Rep. 
Robert Giaimo, D-Conn., said 
“ this proposal somehow is in­ 
tended to curb the sexual ap­ 
petites of some members.” 
Two provisions of the plan — 
one stripping the committee of 
its power to set members’ staff, 
travel and office allowances, 
and the other to create a com­ 
mission to study further 
reforms — will be sent to the 
floor as separate resolutions for 
a vote by the full House. 


Obey and his fellow task force 
members, who drafted the 
reform plan — Reps. Lloyd 
Meeds, D-Wash., and Norman 
D’Amours, D-N.H. — agreed to 
drop a provision that would 
have given the speaker power 
to name future members of the 
administration commmittee. 


But they said the rest of the 
plan must be preserved “ if we 
are to remain credible.” 
The plan would eliminate a 
practice called “ cash outs,” 
where members can take cash 


for personal use — but subject 
to tax as income — unspent 
funds from their $6,500 a year 
stationery allowance, $2,000 
allowance for official expenses 
away from the Capitol, and 
$2,400 allowance for constituent 
newsletters. 
Also, the $l,140-a-year post­ 
age allowance would be elimi­ 
nated and the 20-cents-a-mile 
for auto travel would be cut to 
15 cents. 
The stationery, official ex­ 
penses and newsletter allowan­ 
ces, plus travel reimburse­ 
ment, district office rent, 
equipm en t re n tal and a 
telephone allowance, would be 
wrapped into one expense ac­ 
count worth $37,500 a year to 
each member. 
Members could draw, upon 
proper voucher, from the con­ 
solidated account any amount, 
subject to the $37,500 limit, for 
any one of the allowances, 
meaning the entire limit could 
be used for travel. 
But no money would be left 
for the other allowances and 
leftover money would be 
returned to the House. 
Legislature scurries to ok 
bills before summer recess 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Hoping to recess this week, 
legislators scurried today to ap­ 
prove controversial pay raises 
for state workers and decide 
whether to yield control of their 
own salaries to a new indepen­ 
dent commission. 
In separate committee ac­ 
tions, Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
J r . ’s plan to grant state 
workers a flat $70 monthly raise 
was given a boost Wednesday, 
but a roadblock fell in the path 
of a proposed constitutional 
amendment giving a new com­ 
mission authority over salaries 
for lawmakers, state officers 
and judges. 
The latter constitutional 
amendment (SCA33) faced a 
deadline of today for adoption 
or it would not qualify for the 
Nov. 2 ballot. 
The proposal was sidetracked 
when the Senate Rules Commit­ 
tee recommended on a 4-0 vote 
that it be sent to a Senate- 
Assembly conference commit­ 
tee for more negotiation. 
Russell blamed opposition 
and “ agitation” from judges 
aod what he said was unfavora­ 
ble treatment by the news 
media for the trouble facing the 
measure. But he predicted that 
it would pass in one form or 
another 
Under a special law, judges 
currently receive annual raises 
equal to the rise in inflation. 
Lawmakers set their own pay, 
subject to a five per cent annual 
increase. Salaries for the 
governor and other state of­ 
ficers also are determined by 
the legislature. 
In the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, the vote was 11-1 in 
favor of the flat pay raise 
proposal (SB1555) which Brown 
advanced as a one-year-only at­ 
tempt to assist workers in mid­ 
dle and low salary ranges at a 
time of high employment. 
The Senate-passed measure 
would take effect for next 
month’s paychecks. 
Carried by Sen. Clare Ber- 
ryhill, R-Shingle Springs, the 
bill is a sharp departure from 
the traditional manner of 
allocating percentage raises 
based on a worker’s salary, 
meaning the largest increases 
for workers at the highest pay 
levels. 
It would dovetail with the 
pending state budget, which 
contains $183 million in raises 
for employes in civil service, 
the University of California and 
the State U niversity and 
Colleges. 
This is the exact amount 
needed to finance the $70 raises, 
but legislative budget writers 
denied Brown the authority to 
distribute the money as a flat 
amount to each worker. That 
meant the bill was essential to 
Brown’s plan. 
The measure additionally 
contained Brown’s proposal for 
$37 million in fringe benefits, 
including a $10 monthly de­ 
crease in employe retirement 
contributions. The committee 
added another $18 million, 
mostly in special salary raises 
for workers, such as State 
Police, who seceive substantial­

In a letter to Carter, who is 
certain to be the Democratic 
presidential nominee, Cranston 
said: 
“ I simply don’t want to 
relinquish my present work as 
senator, with all the independ­ 
ence and substantive oppor­ 
tunities that role offers, for the 
alternatives provided by the 
vice presidency. 


“ My life, my hopes and my 
ambitions lie in the Senate and 
this is where I hope to remain 
and serve our country as long as 
I and the people of California 
feel that I am serving them 
well ” Cranston said 


Cranton said the importance 
of the West and- California 
“ may well make the selection 
of a Californian desirable” and 
recommended Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr., and Los Angeles 
Mayor Tom Bradley as good 
choices for the No. 2 spot. 


Navy grounds jet 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Navy temporarily grounded all 
203 of its highly sophisticated 
F14 jet fighters today as a 
result of two training crashes 
this week that killed all four 
crew members involved. 


But the grounding does not in­ 
clude flights of “ operational 
necessity,” the Navy added.

U.S. vetoes Angola seat in United Nations 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. 
(UPI) - The United States 
vetoed Angola’s application for 
U.N. membership Wednesday 
night* citing the presence and 
“ apparent influence” of Cuban 
troops in the southwest African 
nation. 
The vote was 13-1, with China 
not participating. It marked the 
15th time the United States has 


used its veto in the Security 
Council. 
A m bassador Albert W. 
Sherer Jr., deputy chief of the 
U.S. delegation, said the veto 
was based on “ the continuing 
presence and apparent influ­ 
ence of Cuban troops” in the 
former Portuguese colony. 
Ambassador Yakov A. Malik 
of the Soviet Union, which has 


used its veto right 110 times, 
said the U.S. action was 
“ unjustifiable.” 
He accused the United States 
of maintaining a double stand­ 
ard by objecting to Cuban 
troops in Angola while pressing 
for U N. membership for South 
Korea, where Washington 
maintains 40,000 soldiers. 
He also said China’s decision 


not to participate in the vote 
was “ the most shameful act of 
Chinese diplomacy” , placing 
Peking “on the side of the 
racists.” 
The situation was a delicate 
one for the Ford administra­ 
tion. The veto may well en­ 
danger results of the fence- 
mending African trips of 
Henry Kissinger. 


United Press International 
Ronald Reagan is spending 
the rest of this week in face-to- 
face sessions with Republicans 
in four states, hoping to nail 
down dozens of additional 
delegates in his bid for the GOP 
presidential nomination. 
Reagan scheduled a flight to­ 
day to Jackson, Miss., to try to 
put all 30 of M ississippi’s 
delegates in his column. He will 
meet later with Republicans in 
Minnesota, Montana and Wyo­ 
ming. 
President Ford’s only sche­ 
duled session with Republican 
delegates the rest of this week 
is a Friday meeting at the 
White House with 22 West 
Virginians, 20 of whom already 
are committed to him. Ford 
leaves Saturday for an econom­ 
ic summit conference in Puerto 
Rico. 
With eight states still to 
choose 161 delegates, and with 
103 delegates still uncommit­ 
ted, UPI’s latest count showed 
Ford with 1,047 delegates to 
Reagan’s 948 The nomination 
requires 1,130 delegates. 
Reagan strategists predicted 
the former California governor 
will get at least IOO of the 161 
delegates that haven’t been 
picked, but Ford’s managers in­ 
sist he will ensure a first ballot 
nomination in advance of the 
convention in August. 
Jimmy Carter, the apparent 
Democratic nominee, told the 
Foreign Policy Association in a 
New York speech Wednesday 
that the Nixon and Ford ad­ 
ministrations pursued “ a kind 
of secretive lone ranger foreign 


policy — a one-man policy of in­ 
ternational adventure.” 
Carter didn’t name Henry 
Kissinger but it was clear he 
was referring to the secretary 
of state’s missions of personal 
diplomacy. 
Carter said die United States 
should pursue a foreign policy 
keyed on morality, openness 
and cooperation with other 
democracies, and called for a 
halt of the arms flow into 
developing nations. 
In Washington later, Carter 
told reporters "there are IO to 
12 persons in whom I have a 
great interest as potential vice 
presidential nominees.” He 
said it was “ likely, lait not 
necessary” that the eventual 
nominee would have Washing­ 
ton experience. 
Carter said he will reveal his 
choice only after getting the 
nomination in New York next 
month. 
Rep. Lou Frey, R-Fla., who 
was Ford’s state chairman in 
Florida, said many Republicans 
may conclude that a Ford- 
Reagan ticket is needed to win 
the November election. 
“ A lot of people feel it’s not 
just a possibility,” said Frey. 
“ It’s a necessity.” 
Iowa Gov. Robert Ray, 
chairman of the Republican 
platform committee, said the 
GOP m ay have to avoid 
politically sensitive issues in its 
platform for the sake of party 
unity. 
Ray predicted the platform 
will have few controversial 
items and may not figure 
prominently in the election. 
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Vietnam convenes 
unified legislature 


BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) 
— Vietnam today convened its 
first nationwide legislature in 
30 years, declaring north and 
south reunited in “ fulfillment of 
the dreams” of the late Com­ 
munist leader Ho Chi Minh, 
Radio Hanoi said. 


“ Finally our country is un­ 
ited ,” National Assem bly 
Chairman Truong Chinh told 491 
other Communist delegates 
meeting in Hanoi’s Ba Dinh 
conference hall and a national 
and international radio audien­ 
ce. 
The longtime revolutionary 
and party member said “ We 
declare this assembly in official 
session. We are united in 
freedom and independence.” 
Delegates applauded and 
cheered loudly after each 
sentence. 


The assembly officially will 
name the country, designate a 
national flag and national 
colors and choose the capital, 
Radio Hanoi said. 


During his lengthy speech, 
Chinh frequently referred to 
“ foreign imperialists, neo-im- 
perialists and those who would 
destroy our solidarity. 


“ But the presence of these 
delegates from throughout the 
country, from Ca Mau (in the 
south) to Cao Bang (the 
northernmost province border­ 
ing China) proves our solidarity 
and impregnability,” he said. 


“ We are one country, with 
Hanoi as the capital and all un­ 
ited in revering the golden star 
of our one flag,” he said, dis­ 
pensing with speculation on the 
seat of power and national ban­ 
ner in Vietnam’s future. 


The nation presumably will 
be known as the Democratic 
Republic of Vietnam, formerly 
the title of North Vietnam only. 


Radio Hanoi, in a special 
broadcast prior to the midday 
convening of the assembly, 
called today “ the moot illustri­ 
ous day in our history.”

W a te r connection fees increased 


A hefty 1500 per cent increase 
from $25 to $400 for a water con­ 
nection fee in the Buellton Com­ 
munity Services District was 
included in the provisions of 
water-sewer ordinance No. 89 
adopted by the district direc­ 
tors at a special meeting Tues­ 
day nigit. 
The cost of the water meter 
for the connection is not in­ 
cluded in the $400 fee, district 
officials said. 
In determining a new connec­ 
tion rate, directors stated they 
were taking a more realistic ap­ 
proach to the present cost facts 
involved and noted that the fee 
was comparable to other dis­ 
tricts in the area. 


It was pointed out at the 
meeting that the original water 
connection fee when the district 


was formed in 1958 was a flat 
$2, plus the meter cost. It was 
upped to the $25 figure in 1973. 
The increase was mandated, 
too, district directors said, 
because of the need to update 
the district domestic water 
system and because of the in­ 
flux of new people and the de­ 
mand for additional water ser­ 


vices in the district. 
The ordinance also called for 
an increase in connection fees 
for sewer service in the dis­ 
trict. New single family dwell­ 
ings, town houses and con­ 
dominiums will now pay $400 
compared to the former charge 
of $300, plus a $24 inspection 
fee.

Defending marathon champ runs for fun 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - All Frank 
Shorter ever wants to do when he starts 
out on a marathon run is to finish. Winn­ 
ing is secondary. 
But Shorter, the most consistent 
marathoner in the world during the last 
four years, is favored to repeat as Olym­ 
pic champion, matching the feat of the 
late Abebe Bikila of Ethopia who won in 
lMO-’g f 
Shorter does not respond directly when 
asked if he can win back-to-back Olym­ 
pic marathons. 
“If I’m leading two miles from the 
finish," he reflected, "then Til think 
about it. But I’m superstitious and I'm 
not going to make any predictions now. 
So many things can happen over 2d miles 
and SSS yards that you just have to con­ 
centrate on finishing." 
The 28-year-old Boulder, Colo, lawyer 
has also qualified for the 10,000 meters, 
so he has a chance of returning home a 
double gold medalist. 


"I feel about the same as I did four 
years ago," Shorter says. "Just because 
I won once doesn’t mean my expecta­ 
tions are any greater this time. They’re 
not. 
"I feel all right about everything. I 
think I’ve trained about as hard as I can 
so there’s no need to sit around worrying 
about what will happen or what won’t 
happen. 
"Sure, I want to win. But when you 
run, you should be prepared to lose. A 
gold medal obviously is the biggest prize 
in track and field. But it isn’t the 
primary reason I run. 
"I run because I like competition and I 
like to train." 
Four years ago, Shorter won at Munich 
in 2:12:19.8, easily beating Belgian Karel 
Llsmont and Ethiopian Mamo Wolde, the 
Mexico City winner. Ken Moore was 
fourth. Shorter was fifth in the 10,000 
meters won by Finland’s Lasse Viren in 
a then world record time. 
At the Olympic Trials in Eugene last 


month, Shorter’s winning time was 
2:11:51, and with Bill Rodgers clocking 
2.11:58 for second, the U.S. has a great 
shot at the gold medal. 
Speaking of Bikila, who fought an un­ 
successful two-year battle against in­ 
juries suffered in an automobile acci­ 
dent, Shorter said: 
"That’s what I mean when I say 
anything can happen. It’s such a long 
race. Bikila broke a bone in his foot dur­ 
ing the Mexico City race and had to quit. 
Wolde went on to win the gold medal 
even though Bikila was supposed to be in 
better condition." 
"So all you can do is run as hard as you 
can and hope you’ve trained right. 
Beyond that, ifs out of your hands." 
Shorter says that America’s great 
mass of television viewers had better be 
prepared to accept defeat graciously. 
"I think the average guy, who sits at 
home and watches the Games with a 
beer in his hand, must realize that we 
don’t subsidize our athletes the way 


other countries do. 
"Don’t get me wrong. I’d just as soon 
see everybody do it the amateur way, but 
we’re going to have to change our stan­ 
dards or we’re not going to be able to 
compete. In order to train, our athletes 
need some assistance." 
Shorter is a member of the U.S. Olym­ 
pic Committee’s athletes advisory com­ 
mittee which was formed in 1974 to help 
the competitors. 
"I think the situation is gradually 
changing,’’ he said. "I think the USOC 
and the AAU are becoming more recep­ 
tive to our ideas. For the first time, the 
USOC is paying our airplane fares and is 
providing food and lodging at the Trials. 
Previously that was left to the athletes 
club or had to come out of his, or her, 
pocket. 
“The USOC also will reimburse Olym­ 
pic athletes who have incurred hardship 
as a result of making the team. 
Employers will be asked to donate 
salaries, but failing that, the USOC will 
take care of the matter. 
"It looks like we’re finally making 
some progress."

Bad news for Longet 


ASPEN, Colo. (UPI) — Prosecutors do not believe the fatal shooting^ profes­ 
sional skier Vladimir "Spider" Sablch by his lover, Claudine Longet, was accidental, 
according to District Attorney Frank Tucker. 
"There’s no way in the world the prosecution thinks this was an accident,” Tucker 
said Wednesday. "This was not an accident. It was unfortunate the press was not 
allowed to be present during the preliminary hearing ” 
Authorities Tuesday released the transcript of Miss Longet’s preliminary hearing 
June IO, closed to news media at the request of defense attorney Charles Weidman. 
Sabich was shot to death March 21 in the home he shared with Miss Longet, former 
wife of singer Andy Williams, for two years. 
In the transcript, Weedman said the shooting was "a simple story of a tragic ac­ 
cident." He said Miss Longet, who pleaded innocent to a charge of felony 
manslaughter, had the "right to rely on what is apparently a sound gun in operating 
condition." 
Tucker said the actual firing of the weapon probably was unintentional because the 
35-year-old French-born singer thought the gun’s safety was on. But he said he did not 
feel the shooting was an accident because Miss Longet picked up the pistol, pointed it 
at Sabich and said, "Bang, bang, you’re dead." 


Ali-lnoki: 
1 will get 
all the $$ 


TOKYO (UPI) — World heavyweight 
boxing champion Muhammad Ali rested 
his voice Thursday and anticipated a 
multimillion dollar payday Saturday for 
whipping a lantern-jawed Japanese 
wrestler. 
Ali skipped rope and worked out on a 
heavy bag in a tiny gym near his luxury 
hotel. 
His opponent in what is expected to be 
a bizarre boxing-wrestling spectacle, An­ 
tonio Inoki, continued to work out in 
secret. 
Promoters, who unblushingly bill the 
bout “the super fight of the century," 
claim the winner’s paycheck could total 
$9 million. 
"I promise you this shall be no con­ 
test," Ali shouted in a television ap­ 
pearance with Inoki Wednesday night. 
Cynics were inclined to agree, but that 
is not what the champion meant. Both he 
and Inoki insist the fight will be for real. 
At an elaborately staged and national­ 
ly televised contract signing ceremony, 
the fighters signed a winner-take-all 
clause. Or, at least, that is what the 
master of ceremonies said they signed. 
Final rule changes evidently were 
designed to protect the throat and 
adam’s apple of one of the most verbal 
champions of all time. Handlers agreed 
to rule out karate-type chops to those 
parts of the anatomy. 
In his television appearance Ali said 
Inoki "should never fight a serious box­ 
er." 
Many boxing fans here do not believe 
that a heavyweight champion should 
fight a professional wrestler, serious or 
otherwise. But as the spectacle drew 
closer it was evident that many Japanese 
fans view the spectacle as an entirely 
legitimate "World Martial Arts Cham­ 
pionship,” as it has been billed by the 
promoters. 
Among the true believers are fans who 
shelled out 50,000 yen ($166.66) just to at­ 
tend the contract signing and will pay a 
top ringside ticket price of the equivalent 
of $1,000. 
As a thespian, the champion puts 
Inoki, a rather stolid fellow, in the shade. 
The hulking Japanese remains imper­ 
turbable as Ali shouts "I’m going to 
destroy you. I am the greatest."

ATLANTA (UPI) — Tempermental 
Mike Marshall, an iron-armed reliever 
who has been openly critical of his team­ 
mates at times, says he’s looking

Marshall, the 1974 Cy Young Award 
winner acquired by the Braves Wednes­ 
day night in a waiver deal that sent se­ 
cond baseman Lee Lacy and another 
relief pitcher, Elias Sosa, to the Los 
Angeles Dodgers, will be in an Atlanta 
uniform tonight. 
"When I talked to Mike (by telephone) 
in Houston, I figured he’d want to take a 
few days to go back to Los Angeles and 
get things squared away," said Braves 
general manager John P. Alevizos. 
"But, he told me he wanted to get right 
to work, that he’d heard some good 
things about our ball club and was anx­ 
ious to join us.

I 
really like his attitude." 
Marshall appeared in 106 games his 
first season with the Dodgers, 1974, win­ 
ning 15 and saving 21 others to win the Cy 
Young award. His ERA was 2.42. He got 
off to a fast start in 1975, but injured his 
rib cage several times. He wound up 
with a 9-14 record, 13 saves and a 3.30

EUGENE, Ore. (UPI) — To this point the 1976 U.S. Olym­ 
pic track and field team has a pretty young look to it, except, 
of course, for Jay Silvester, George Woods, Al Feuerbach, 
Frank Stutter and Madeline Manning Jackson 
Silvester is the team’s "old man” at 38, Woods is 33 and 
Feuerbach, Shorter and Miss Jackson are 28. 
Today, 33-year-old Willie Davenport, who like Silvester has 
been an Olympian three times, tries to join the group going 
to Montreal for this year’s Games as the U.S. Track and 
Field Trials continue after a day of rest. 
Despite his years, Davenport is as good a competitor as 
there is these days in the 110 meter high hurdles, and as such 
has a good chance of winning a place on the Olympic team. 
Willie, who won a gold medal in the 1968 Games at Mexico 
City, was fourth at Munich in 1972 and reached the 
semifinals at Tokyo in 1964, had the best time in the first two 
rounds here Tuesday — 13.60 -and should do even better to­ 
day in the semifinals and final. 
"I wouldn’t have come here if I didn’t think I had a chance 
to make the team," Davenport said the other day. "Still, you 
never can tell. There are a lot of fine young men in the field, 
so it’s not going to be easy for an old man like me to get in 
there." 
The only other men’s final today is in the hammer while 


there are finals in the women’s high jump and the 200 meter 
dash. Long jump qualifying, semifinals in the 400 meter dash 
and heats in the 3,000 meter steeplechase complete the 
men’s program while discus qualifying and semifinals in the 
400 meter dash round out the women’s program. 
Four finals on Friday, one on Saturday plus the completion 
of the decathlon and eight finals on Sunday complete the 
Trials. The first three in each event make the Olympic team 
except if they don’t meet the qualifying standards. 
There will be IO competitors in the hammer today but 
only one -William Diehl — has met the Olympic standard of 
225 feet thus far. No matter what, the winner of the event 
will go to the Olympics but if the second and third place 
finishers don’t do 225, they stay home. 
Should that happen, head men’s coach Leroy Walker will 
more than likely fill the two spots with sprinters to round out 
the 400 and 1,600 meter relay teams. 
In the women’s high jump final today, Joni Buntley, Paula 
Girvin and Pam Spencer, who rank 1-2-3, are favored to 
finish in that order and win Olympic berths, while in the 200 
meter dash Deborah Armstrong, Chandra Cheese borough 
and Brenda Morehead are the favorites. Miss Chee se bo rough 
and Miss Morehead already have won Olympic berths in the 
IOO.

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Jones' specialty: 
Giving hitters a 
sinking feeling

SAN DIEGO, Calif. — (NEA) — On the 
first Sunday in May, a crisp day in Pitt­ 
sburgh, Randall Leo Jones of the San Diego 
Padres revealed the style that makes him 
the most baffling pitcher in major league 
baseball. 
From his slightly elevated command post 
in the middle of Three Rivers Stadium, 
Randy looked at the menacing bulk of Willie 
Stargell, poised with a bludgeon in his 
powerful fists, only 60 feet 6 inches away. 
Randy didn’t look down because Willie’s 6 
feet 3 inches (carrying 220 pounds) made up 
the difference the mound gave to Randy, 
who is 5-10. 
There were two Pirate runners on base 
and nobody out in the ninth inning. Willie, 
who is within range of 400 home runs for his 
career, could be the tying run. 
"I threw him a slider away for a strike,” 
recalls Randy vividly. “I came right back 
with a fast ball on the outside corner for a 
strike. Right around the knees. It surprised 
him.” 
Then the chunky lefthander wasted a sl­ 
ider that was so wide Stargel wouldn’t bite 
at it. He wasted another slider as Willie 
waited impassively for a good pitch. With 
the count 2-and-2, Randy changed the grip 
slightly on the ball cradled in Ids glove. He 
kicked, whirled and rotated the ball sharply 
off his fingertips. Stargell strode and whip­ 
ped his bat in an arc at the same time. As it 
reached the outside edge of the plate, the 
ball dipped sharply under the swing. Strike 
three! 
“That was the big out,” remembers 
manager John McNamara of the Padres. 
“He didn’t give in to him and he got the ball 
where he wanted to. It was the work of a 
master craftsman.” 
He also won the game. 
Tuesday he won his 13th game, as many 
as any pitcher in the history of the National 
League at that early point in the season. 
Coupled with the 20-12 season he had last 
year for a team which lost 20 games more 
than it won, the performance is brilliant — 
especially for an unimposing lefthander 
who has frequently been slurred as having 
something less than a major league arm. 
There is this fetish about velocity of 
pitches, especially prevalent in southern 
California, where the delivery of Nolan 
Ryan of the Angels has been timed at speeds 
approaching 95 miles per hour. 
Randy’s best pitches totter up to the plate 
at a snail-like 65 mph. 
“ People don’t realize,” says Randy 
placidly, “my special pitch, the one that got 
me to the big leagues and is making me a 
success, is called a sinker ball. The thing 
about a sinker ball, it’s not how hard you 
throw; it’s the movement. I get the most 
movement from 65 to 75 miles per hour. I 
really think 75 is too hard to get maximum 
movement.” 
Manager McNamara backs him up: 
“If you can’t throw strikes where you 
want them, it doesn’t matter how hard you 
throw the ball. It’s getting to a point where 
people say, ‘With his kind of stuff...’ This 
guy has very good stuff. 
“He can crank the ball up when he has to 
(Randy estimates his fast ball at 80 mph). 
But he lives with his sinker and also his sl­ 
ider. He has good control and keeps the ball 
below the belt. What more can you ask? I’d 
rather have five Randy Joneses than a guy 


who can’t keep the ball in the batting cage.” 
Jones, who’s 26 years old and in his fourth 
major league season, wasn’t always in de­ 
mand. 
Although he had been an All-American at 
Chapman College in his native southern 
California, he was an unpromosing No. 5 
bick by the Padres in the national draft. 
“A lot of people, my coaches, told me I 
didn’t have a chance at pro ball,” 
remembers Randy. If somebody had told 
me in ’72 when I was about to sign that I’d 
be where I am today I would have told 
them, ‘You’re crazy,’ Maybe more lewd 
than that.” 
Hie Padres gave him a modest bonus of 
83,000. 
“We weren’t in any hurry to draft him,” 
says Buzzy Bavasi, the president of the 
Padres. “We knew nobody was going to take 
him. He was drafted at the insistence of 
Duke Snider’s brother-in-law who used to 
manage for us in Walla Walla. The guy’s 
name, believe it or not, is Cliff Ditto.” 
“It didn’t boost my ego,” shrugs Randy. 
“But I had my degree. I always wanted to 
go out and find a job, in business or real es­ 
tate or computers. I was already looking for 
one when San Diego sent me to a rookie 
league. 
“I was there five days. It was ridiculous. 
They were high school kids and I had four 
years of college. I picked them apart. They 
sent me to Double A and then I started to 
learn about baseball.” 
By now , you should have the idea that 
Randy, with his mop of curly hair, pitches 
with his head as well as his arm. His learn­ 
ing process was accelerated in 1973 when he 
came under the tutelage of Warren Hacker, 
the minor league pitching instructor, who 
showed him how to throw a sinker ball. By 
mid-summer he was pitching in the big 
leagues, won 7 and lost 6 for a last place 
club and was named to the all-rookie team. 
In 1974, however, Randy Jones won 8 
games and lost 22! 
“I developed a couple of bad habits fun­ 
damentally,” he admits. “My release point 
was way back behind my head instead of 
getting the ball out in front of me. I wasn’t 
using my body. I was pitching all arm and 
would tire in the seventh inning. 
“Besides, they only got me 36 runs in 22 
losses.” 
The fantastic 20-12 turnaround in 75 put 
him on all 24 ballots for the Cy Young 
Award as the best pitcher in the league 
(which Tom Seaver of the Mets won). 
Randy’s got great aptitude,” says Bavasi. 
“He can last a long time. Guys liked Ed 
Lopat, Preacher Roe, Stu Miller did. He’s a 
lot like Whitey Ford, but he doesn’t have the 
fast one that Whitey had when he needed it. 
“He’s also pitching at the right time, 
when everybody’s going for the fences. 
Randy eats them up. It’s the little dink hit­ 
ters who push the ball to right that give him 
trouble.” 
The trappings of success haven’t changed 
him. He’s one of the few topflight stars who 
doesn’t have an agent to negotiate his con­ 
tract. 


“ Agent?” Randy looks querulous. 
“You’re looking at him. If I don’t know a 
good deal now, what did I go to college 
for?” 
To become a major league pitcher, of 
course.

They are still in toe 
same places — Cachuma Bay, 
L ittle Cachum a and the 
cistern, but fewer are being 
taken. 
Bass fishing is good in early 
mornings 5:30 to 7, with a lesser 
bite in the evening from 6 to 8. 
Using surface plugs in the 
morning until 7 a.m. is the best 
bet. After that they are still on 
the top IO feet until 9. After 
that, forget it. 
Blue gill and redar are good. 
Both are being caught in the 
narrows and around the island 
(Mi any type of worms. 
The Lopez Arm section of 
Lake Lopez is starting to yield 
some bass. 
Two 7-pounders were hooked 
there using rubber worms with 
a double hook setup. 
The trout are near the dam 
right now and on the north 
shore of Lopez Arm. 
Blue gill and crappie all over, 
but no sign of catfishing the last 
week.

measures for budget okay 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - As­ 
sembly Republicans are in­ 
sisting on approval of $310 
m illion in school finance 
measures by the legislature and 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. in 
exchange for passage of the 
bottled-up $12.86 billion 
proposed state budget. 
A dissident Democrat, As­ 
semblyman Ken Meade of 
Berkeley, also announced 
Wednesday he would join 
Republicans in the budget fight. 
The coalition apparently will 
force Democratic Speaker Leo 
T. McCarthy to come to terms 
with the new demands. 
The Senate was expected to 
vote on the budget sometime to­ 
day. The legislature already is 
a week past its June 15 con­ 
stitutional deadline to pass the 
budget and the new fiscal year 
begins July I. 
A McCarthy spokesman cha­ 
racterized the Republican re­ 
quests as political puffs since 
lawmakers already were work­ 
ing toward a compromise on 
school funding. 
Democratic leaders charged 
Republicans with “ fiscal irre­ 
sponsibility" and said they 
would not pass school spending 
bills before lawmakers had 
agreed on the final size of the 
budget and the state surplus 
Assemblyman Daniel Boat­ 
wright, chairman of the budget- 
writing Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, said there was “ a good 
possibility" 
the legislature 
would delay its month-long 
summer recess, scheduled to 
begin Friday, to resolve the 
stalemate. 


Postponing the vacation 
would irk some Democrats who 
are scurrying to get ready for 
the Democratic National Con­ 
vention, which begins July 12. 


GOP Leader Paul Priolo of 
Pacific Palisades announced at 
a news conference that the No. 
I demand of Republicans was 
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approval of a bill authored by 
Sen. Albert Rodda, D-Sac- 
ramento, to pump an extra $250 
million into low wealth school 
districts. 
Two other Democratic-au- 
thored bills desired by Republi­ 
cans would provide $60 million 
to offset inflation and modify a 
limit on state support of adult 
education. 
M eade's move m eant 
Speaker Leo T. McCarthy 
would have to deal with 
Republicans' demands since it 
would leave a maximum 53 
Democratic votes for the 
budget — one short of the 
needed two-thirds majority. 
When the Assembly rejected 
the budget on an initial vote 
Tuesday night, only 46 Demo­ 
crats voted for it and there 
were 28 “ no” votes. 
The governor has indicated 
he will be tight-fisted in dealing 
with school funding requests. 
“ The demands in the legisla­ 
ture for more money are far in 
excess of what the people are 
prepared to pay for," Brown 
said recently. 
Republicans held the budget 
hostage for nearly two weeks 
last year and a prime in­ 
gredient in the ultimate settle­ 
ment was Democratic agree­ 
ment to pass a similar $125 


million school finance bill. 
Brown signed the measure but 
sharply reduced the appropria­ 
tion. 
Priolo said Republicans were 
unhappy about Brown’s blue- 
pencil reductions and added. 
“ We don’t feel we can trust the 
governor on the issue of school 
finance." 
Secondary demands by 
Republicans were new condi­ 
tions on the $6 8 million in 
budget funds for the Agricultur­ 
al Labor Relations Board and 
elimination of $1.3 million for 
postcard voter registration. 
Republicans demanded that 
the budget contain provisions 
that the A LRB funding not 
automatically be used by the 
board if voters approve a 
November ballot initiative 
sponsored by Cesar Chavez and 
his United Farm Workers of 
America. 
Assembly Democratic Floor 
Leader Howard Berman of 
Beverly H ills said. "The 
Republicans caused the initia­ 
tive and now are trying to save 
a little face for the big error 
they made." 
He said the Republican move, 
which he opposes, was “ another 
attempt to blackjack the 
legislature into changing the 
farm labor law."

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
State Controller Ken Cory, in­ 
vestigated for nearly a year for 
allegedly soliciting campaign 
funds in exchange for political 
appointments, has been cleared 
by a federal grand jury. 
“ I knew I had done nothing 
wrong and was sure that no one 
on my staff had done anything 
wrong." Cory declared. “ The 
jury found the truth." 
U.S. Attorney Dwayne Keyes 
disclosed Wednesday in re­ 
sponse to a U PI inquiry that 
"there will be no action by the 
grand jury" as a result of the 
investigation that spanned ll 
months. 
Cory, a veteran Democratic 
Garden Grove assemblyman 
who was elected state control­ 
ler. was under investigation for 


allegedly seeking campaign 
donations in return for his ap­ 
pointment of friends or 
relatives of contributors as in­ 
heritance tax referees. 
The jury was understood to 
have investigated whether 
Cory’s appointments fell under 
a broad federal extortion law 
which prohibits state and local 
officials from trying to obtain 
private funds in order to carry 
out the functions of their office. 
Inheritance tax referees, 
some of whom earn from 
$35,000 to $50,000 a year, assess 
the estates of deceased persons 
for tax purposes and are paid a 
percentage of the amount they 
assess. 
Cory. a lanky former college 
basketball player one of the 
fashion plates of the state 


Capitol, said he tried unsuc­ 
cessfully to discover who had 
raised the allegations against 
him. 
He said that “ when you go out 
and kick in the teeth big oil, big 
utilities and big money, the 
banks, they are going to fight 
back.” 
Asked whether he believed 
such interests were responsible 
for the investigation, he re­ 
plied: “ If somebody makes a 
ridiculous chage, some people 
will seize on that charge to 
make it seem relevant for their 
own purposes." 


Keyes refused to discuss 
evidence presented to the jury 
starting in Ju ly 1975, but 
prosecutors did subpoena 
Cory’s election records. 


New drug successfully 


treats deadly fever 


B ER K ELEY (U PI) — A new 
drug has proven successful in 
treating victims of valley fever, 
a common California disease 
which can be lethal in its most 
savage stage. 
Hillel B. Levine, a research 
bacteriologist at the University 
of California, said Wednesday 
that there has been "a high rate 
of success" with Miconazole, a 
drug synthesized by Janssen 
Pharmaceutics in Belgium as a 
treatment for skin and vaginal 
infections. 
Levine is conducting a study 
on the use of Miconazole in 
combating valley fever with 
Dr. David Stevens, chief of 
infectious diseases at the Santa 
Clara Valley Medical Center 
and a research leader at the In­ 


stitute for Medical Research in 
San Jose, Calif. 
They said 23 California 
patients who seemed near 
death from the disease have un- 
dergone treatm en t w ith 
Miconazole. Eighteen showed 
regression in the disease. 


Valley fever is a fungus-borne 
lung disease which claims 50 to 
70 lives a year in California and 
makes hundreds of others so ill 
they must spend weeks in slow 
recovery. 


The disease is prevalent in 
California’s Central Valley and 
in other dry, arid portions of the 
southwestern United States, 
Mexico and central South 
Am erica. Not contagious, 
valley fever is contracted by in­ 
haling fungal spores. 
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SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
Senate Insurance Committee 
Wednesday rejected Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr .’s medical 
malpractice reform bill as op­ 
ponents zeroed in on the finan­ 
cial soundness of the proposal. 
At its first Senate hearing the 
bill, carried by Assemblyman 
Howard Berman. D-Beverly 
Hills, fell to a lopsided 2-6 vote. 
But the committee did agree to 
reconsider its action in August 
when the legislature returns 
from a scheduled month-long 
recess 
Sen. Peter Behr. R-Tiburon. 
committee chairman, said pro­ 
jections showed that a state- 
operated. 
doctor-financed 
insurance pool created by the 
bill could conceivably have a 
deficit of $740 million in a 
decade. 
“ That would be hard for the 
private sector to swallow." 
Behr declared. 
But supporters insisted that 
the fund could not produce an 
unfunded liability because mal­ 
practice awards would be pro­ 
rated annually if the fund ran 
into trouble, offering payments 
to injured patients based on 
* ‘ so-much-on-the-dollar. ’ ’ 
Doctors themselves were 
deeply divided over program. 
A representative of the 
United Physicians of Califor­ 
nia. which spearheaded a doc­ 
tors’ walkout in Southern 
C a lifo rn ia 
to 
p ro test 
skyrocketing malpractice in­ 
surance rates, insisted the bill 
would “ bring stability" to 
medical insurance. 
The bill (AB2939). opposed by 
the influential 25,000-member 
California Medical Association, 
would provide an average $4,000 
insurance premium for the first 
year. with 15-25 per cent 


premium increases in line each 
year thereafter. 
Clay Jackson, a lobbyist for 
the powerful Association of 
California Insurance Com­ 
panies. announced for the first 
time that his organization op­ 
posed the Assembly-passed bill. 
Some doctors working in 
“ high risk" fields, such as 
neurosurgeons and anesthesi­ 
ologists. now pay as much as 
$35,000 annually for their 
medical malpractice insurance. 
The Brown plan, which would 
allow doctors a choice between 
a mandatory or voluntary state- 
operated insurance fund, origi­ 
nally included controversial 
provisions requiring doctoros to 
provide free or reduced-cost 
care to the poor in return for 
state assistance. 
Those provisions, strongly op­ 
posed by physicians, were 
removed during early As­ 
sembly hearings. 
Under the proposal. Califor­ 
nia’s 35.000 practicing physi­ 
cians would be asked to vote 
whether they wanted a state- 
operated mandatory insurance 
pool. Sixty per cent or more of 
the doctors would have to agree 
before the fund would be ac­ 
tivated. 
If that failed, a second volun­ 
tary fund would be offered to 
the doctors. It would began if 
18.000 physicians signed up. 
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In high exposure areas like 
Bakersfield, Calif., Phoenix. 
Ariz., and E l Paso. Texas, 
between 80 and 90 per cent of 
the residents have been ex­ 
posed to the fungus, but in mast 
cases the disease is symptom­ 
less. producing a slight fever at 
worst. A natural immunity is 
D r l l / i n 
built up after' Hie initital ex- 
r 
posture. 


However. 20 per cent of the 
85,000 persons exposed to the 
fungus each year need medical 
attention for serious lung dis­ 
ease 
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Levine and Stevens said 
Miconazole stopped the multi­ 
plication of various yeasts, 
fungi and bacteria.

Bee rustling 
on increase 
BARTOW. FU. (UPI) - 
Beekeepers brand their hives 
and patrol the backroads in 
nighttime posses, but they can­ 
not seem to stop the depreda­ 
tions of a new kind of criminal 
— the bee rustler. 
Charlie Griffin, vie* presi­ 
dent of the Florida Bee Keepers 
A ssociation, figu res the 
rustlers have cost him $20,000 in 
the past five years and that los­ 
ses to keepers throughout 
Florida may total $500,000. 
“ They make me so mad, if I 
ever run into any of them, I’m 
afraid I’m going to leave them 
laying there on the ground,” 
Griffin said. 
“ I even had some hives stolen 
from right next to the sheriff’s 
pistol range,” he added. 
“ They’re just as slick as any 
cattle rustler.” 
Rising demand for honey by 
health food faddists and heavy 
bee kills from pesticides ap­ 
parently have inspired the 
rustlers. 
A hive, queen and three 
pounds of worker bpes are 
valued at $118. But a "super” — 
a hive filled with honey and 
100,000 bees, about 12 pounds — 
is worth far more. 
One beekeeper in Broward 
County has lost 30 supers this 
year. 
“ We’ve urged all our mem 
hers to brand their hives, but 
the rustlers alter them or chisel 
them off,” Griffin said. 
"We’ve even patrolled the 
roads in groups night after 
night but none of us has ever 
caught any of them,” he said. 
"We offer a $500 reward for 
the conviction of any rustler, 
but that hasn’t worked either." 
Bee rustlers do their work at 
night, when the potentially 
dangerous bees are asleep, 
Griffin said.

Court Judge Neil Lake to per­ 
manently seal the file contain­ 
ing the 125-page w ill dis­ 
tributing Hearst’s $200 million 
fortune after he died in 1951, ex­ 
cept to the trustees or members 
of the family. 
The file contains the names 
and addresses of all Hearst’s 
descendants and their assets. 
Lake scheduled a hearing for 
July 8 to determine whether he 
has the authority to comply. 
The file is now temporarily 
sealed, as it has been several 
times in the past, but such files 
are traditionally public records 
and granting the request would 
place it permanently beyond 
the reach of even a court order, 
Lake said. 
The trustees argued that 
‘ The members of the family of 
William Randolph Hearst, 
many of whom are minors, 
have had many threats made 
against their lives and property 
and for many months have 
found it neccesary to employ 
security guards.” 
Family members and the 
trustees have been threatened 
“ by such organizations as the 
SLA, the Weatherman Under­ 
ground and other organizations 
and groups,” it said. The New 
W orld Lib eratio n Front 
claimed responsibility for the 
bombings of San Simeon and 
Wyntoon, the petition noted.

Water noted in Mars' history 


PASADENA, Calif. (U PI) - 
Mars, our planetary neighbor, 
might once have had swiftly 
flowing rivers, a dense Earth- 
like atmosphere and abundant, 
if microscopic, life forms. 
That’s an estimate given by 
Dr. Hal Masursky, head at the 
Viking I landing site team at 
Je t Propulsion Laboratory 
after a series of close-up pic­ 
tures was transmitted back 
from Viking I. The spacecraft 
was on its fourth orbit of Mars 
today. 
But the key word is “ might.” 
And the major clue is the ap­ 
parent presence at some time 
in Mars’ past of large amounts 
of water. 
The possibility that the chan­ 
nels may have been caused by 
Mars’ raging windstorms in­ 
stead of flowing water was not 
being discounted. 
More analysis of the pictures 
was needed, Masursky said, to 


determine the origin of the sur­ 
face features and the safety of 
the area for the Viking I 
landing. 
Scientists know that Mars is 
very cold, barren, extremely 
dry by Earth’s standards and 
any life forms may be dormant. 
The first close-up photos of 
the lowland delta called Chry se 
in Mars’ northern hemisphere 
indicated that large volumes of 
water apparently once flowed 
across the now barren surface. 
Chryse, the first choice for a 
July 4 landing site for Viking I, 
was partially photographed 
Wednesday and more pictures 
were being taken today. 
If the surface features seen in 
the first photos were gouged out 
by water as It appears, 
Masursky said, “ then the 
chances of life were much 
greater at one time. 
“ We know that without water 
it’s very unlikely that most life 


forms we know of could exist. 
But with large amounts of 
water, the chances of life, well 
...” He gave a thumbs-up sign. 
The presence of large 
volumes of water, he said, 
“ would indicate that Mars 
would have been more like 
Earth because of the photo­ 
chemical breakdown with so 
much moisture in the atmos­ 
phere, and a very different at­ 
mosphere from what it is now, 
much heavier than now.” 
Photos taken today by twin 
cameras were to be studied 
stereoptically for a three- 
dimensional effect so scientists 
can see the depths ct craters 
and the heights of mountains. 


PHILADELPHIA (U PI) - 
Moments before an Allegheny 
Airlines DC9 jetliner crashed 
on the runway at Philadelphia 
International Airport, Richard 
Turner was thinking he had con­ 
quered his fear of flying. 
Nearly all 103 persons aboard 
were injured — the pilot, Capt. 
Carl Beyers, critically — in the 
accident Wednesday evening. 
At least 16 were hospitalized. 
“ I’m usually nervous when I 
fly,” said Turner, 25, of Straf­ 
ford, Pa. “ I thought I had con­ 
quered it this time. Now I’ll 
have to think twice about flying 
again.” 
Police said the plane was 
landing in a rainstorm when 
Boyers radioed he was going to 
“ go around” again. Officials 
said the plane apparently was 
trying to gain altitude when the 
tail hit the runway and snapped.

F-14A crash 
kills two 


SAN DIEGO (U PI) - An F- 
14A jet fighter crashed near the 
runway at Miramar Naval Air 
Station Wednesday, the second 
$18 million plane to go down in a 
training mission this week. 
Both occupants of the plane 
were killed in the accident. 
They were identified as Lt. 
(j.g.) Harry R. Wilt, the pilot, 
and Lt. Raimund W. Olivers. 
Two officers killed in the first 
crash Monday night were iden­ 
tified previously as Lt. Cmdr. 
Gareth L. Anderson, 34, the 
pilot and a POW In Vietnam for 
six years, and Lt. Paul J. 
Dona Ison, 28, a radarman. 


Both crashes occurred as the 
pilots were practicing field 
carrier landings, and the crash 
sites were only 200 yards apart. 


The new operational jet 
fighters have not been ground­ 
ed despite the two accidents, 
but a base spokesman said an 
investigation is under way.

grass. Its nose and a wing broke 
off but the fuselage remained 
intact and there was no fire.

Allegheny officials confirmed 
the tail broke away but refused 
further comment pending an in­ 
vestigation. 
Brad Dunbar of the National 
Transportation Safety Board 
said investigators recovered 
the cockpit voice recorder and 
the flight data recorder and 
sent them to Washington for 
inspection. 
The plane, Flight 121, origi­ 
nated in Providence, R.I. It 
stopped at Hartford, Conn. and 
was en route to Memphis, Tenn. 
after a stop in Philadelphia. 
Ray Auletta, 37, of Trenton, 
N.J., said he was sitting in the 


last seat near the tail. 
“ I ran to the back door,” he 
said. “ The stewardess was try­ 
ing to open it. It was stuck ... 
We got it open and I jumped out 
and another person jumped out 
behind. I got out of there pretty 
fast, I tell you.” 
Most of the passengers 
climbed out through an emer­ 
gency door above the wing. 
“ We couldn’t get out the front 
door because the stewardess 
was trapped under an air bag 
which had blown open,” said 
John Cooper of Riverton, N.J. 
“ I pulled her free of the door 
and got her outside.” 
Douglas Langlios, 25, of West 
Hartford, Conn., said: "Every­ 
one was quite calm. The plane 
emptied out quickly. Most peo­ 
ple I saw walked off the plane.” 


Boyers, who had been trap­ 
ped inside the wreckage, was 
admitted to St. Agnes Hospital 
in critical condition. A hospital 
spokesman said he had suffered 
broken vertebrae. 


The two stewardesses, Mar­ 
sha Morriss and Izdiko Tov- 
ligyi, and copilot John Spencer 
were listed in serious condition 
at Methodist Hospital.

Drought losses mounted to 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
in South Dakota, fire blackened 
hundreds of brushland acres in 
C alifornia, and tornadoes 
whirled over at least three 
states Wednesday. 
South Dakota Gov. Richard 
Kneip estimated the drought 
damage at $250 million to $300 
million for his state and he said 
it could go higher. The real 
blow to the state’s economy 
could come in nine to 12 
months, he said. He noted 
farmers are sending their cat­ 
tle to market at. four to five 
times the normal rate because 
they cannot afford to feed 
them 
Sen. George McGovern, D- 
S.D., said in Washington he will 
hold hearings soon to explore 
the possibility of improved 
federal aid to farmers hit by the 
drought in South Dakota, Min­ 
nesota and Wisconsin. 
“If unfavorable climate con­ 
ditions continue as they did in 
the 1930s, we should be ahead of 
the game and act now to pre­ 
vent complete disaster later 
on,” McGovern said. 
Fires blackened hundreds of 
acres of brushland in Southern

peratures, low humidity and 
winds of up to 50 miles per hour 
that bedeviled firefighters.

Who's controlling 


Hughes' fortune? 


WASHINGTON — The man who has 
stepped into the late Howard Hughes’ 
shoes is brash, brawling attorney 
Chester C. Davis. 
Federal authorities believe that the 66- 
year-old Davis may have been secretly 
calling the shots for the eccentric 
billionaire long before Hughes died last 
April. Davis is a director and general 
counsel for the giant 
Summa Corp., which 
con trols m ost of 
Hughes’ assets. 
M exican 
in ­ 
vestigators haw es­ 
tablished that Hughes 
was not mentally com­ 
petent during most of 
his sta y in th at 
country. He died a 
penthouse hermit, en­ 
sconced in Acapulco’s 
fashionable 
Princess 
Hotel. 
Dr. Victor Montemayor, who was 
called in to administer to the wealthy 
reclu se, found him em aciated, 
dehydrated and afflicted with bed sores 
and a bleeding tumor. Concluded the 
physician: "The patient had been 
seriously neglected." 
Treasury Secretary William Simon, 
impressed with the mounting evidence 
that Hughes may have been incompetent 
during his final years, has ordered an in­ 
vestigation by the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice. Simon wants to protect the 
government’s share of the Hughes for­ 
tune. 
If Hughes wasn’t in control of his af­ 
fairs, Simon wants to know, why wasn't 
a guardian appointed? Who was in con­ 
trol? 
So far, the clues point to Chester 
Davis. Over the past several years, our 
sources say, the Hughes organization has 
lost the stamp of its sole stockholder and 
has slowly assumed the feisty Chester 
Davis personality. 
For instance, Hughes shunned 
publicity, covered up scandals and never 
permitted controversy to explode onto 
the front pages. If he had a dispute with 
subordinates, he simply bought them off. 
It would have been totally contrary to 
the Hughes personality to engage in a 
public power struggle with aide Robert 
Maheu, who supervised Hughes’ Las 
Vegas dominion. Yet Maheu was fired, 
and the scandal hit the headlines. 
The way the fracas was handled, our 
sources suggest, indicates it was the 
result of Chester Davis’ bulldozer men­ 
tality. Howard Hughes, they claim, 
simply wouldn’t have acted like that. 
Now there is evidence that Davis is 
personally masterminding a clever 
scheme designed to keep the Hughes em­ 
pire from being carved up by courts in 
several states where the billionaire had 
holdings 
The Summa Corp. has asked a 
Delaware court to appoint Hughes’ 
cousin William Lummis as the firm's 
new sole stockholder. Since Summa was 
incorporated in Delaware, the courts 
there may have jurisdiction over all 
other state courts. Thus, the other 
claims to the Hughes estate could be 
short-circuited. 
Davis and Lummis, a government af­ 
fidavit reveals, have a close, confidential 
relationship. The Securities arui Ex­ 
change Commission document discloses 
that Lummis’ own attorney would not 
answer for his client without discussing 
"the matter with Chester Davis." 
Foonote: We attempted to reach Davis 
for his side of the story, but he did not 
return our call.

WASHINGTON WHIRL - Some of 
Alex Armendaris’ buddies gave him a 
testimonial dinner this month in Dallas. 
The happy occasion may turn out to be 
the last hurrah for the beleaguered boss 
of the Office of Minority Business 
Enterprise COMBE). 
For the Justice Dept, is reviewing 
allegations that Armendaris accepted 
gratuities from federal contractors and 
mismanaged the taxpayers’ money. 


We detailed Armendaris’ misconduct 
in a series of columns last fall. 
Thereafter, the Commerce Dept, 
launched its own investigation of Armen­ 
daris and verified most of our accusa­ 
tions. 
The Departm ent’s confidential 
findings have been forwarded to the new 
Public Integrity Division of the Justice 
Dept., a special section set up to in­ 
vestigate corruption by public officials. 
The 
irrepressible 
Armendaris, 
meanwhile, charged the taxpayers for 
his plane ticket to the Dallas testimonial, 
as well as his hotel expenses. An OMBE 
spokesman explained solemnly that 
Armendaris just happed to have official 
business in Dallas anyway. 


— S. John Byington’s friends at the 
Health Education and Welfare Dept, 
were so pleased when President Ford 
recently asked him to be chairman of the 
Consumer Product Safety Commission 
that they decided to throw Byington a 
party. 


They put the arm on his subordinates 
for $10 to $20 apiece to pay for the bash. 
The HEW civil servants didn’t Uke being 
shaken down, especially in the name of 
the federal government’s top consumer 
advocate. The party-poopers angrily 
protested, the shakedown was curtailed 
and a less ostentatious event was held. 


— Robert Satiacum Sr., the Puyallup 
Indian leader who led "fish-ins” in the 
1990s for Indian angUng rights, is now 
challenging the federal government over 
gambling. Satiacum says his gambling 
joint, located on Indian land, is legal un­ 
der treaties dating back to 1854. But the 
government is prosecuting him for U- 
legal gaming anyway. If Satiacum wins 
his case, it could open up many mini-Las 
Vegases — not just on Puyallup lands in 
Washington state but on reservations 
around the country. 


— Harassed Rep. Wayne Hays, D - 
Ohio, was investigating the Voice of 
America before the sex controversy 
broke around him. After we reported 
that VOA eulogized the late ex-Nazi Dr. 
Joseph Pauco, Hays questioned U.S. In­ 
formation Service head James Keogh 
about it. Keogh admitted the broadcast 
was "too emotional” but persisted in 
denying Pauco’s Nazi past. We would be 
happy to send Keogh sheaves of docu­ 
ments detailing Pauco’s World War II 
admiration for Adolf Hitler.

WASHINGTON - The amateur 
counters and the professional computer 
programmers are already hard at work 
on estimates of the electoral vote in a 
Jimmy Carter-vs.-Ford or a Jimmy 
Carter-vs.-Reagan contest in November. 
On one thing they are in general 
agreement. As the Democratic presiden­ 
tial candidate, Carter 
will carry the farm 
states including even 
that Republican bas­ 
tion, Kansas. 
Facing the hazards 
of weather and the 
edicts of Washington, 
farmers are always 
"aginners.” This year 
they have highly par­ 
ticularized reasons to 
be mad. First and 
foremost is the hold­ 
back on grain sales to 
the Soviet Union. 
Related to this is the insistence that 
the grain be shipped in American bot­ 
toms, adding greatly to the price and a 
reason for a Russian hold-back. The 
power of the maritime unions in this con­ 
nection hardly endears unionism to the 
prairie states. 
The farm states were a crucial factor 
in Harry Truman’s astonishing upset vic­ 
tory in 1948. He came down hard for IOO 
per cent of parity for principal farm 
crops while his Republican opponent, 
Thomas E. Dewey, stood on 80 per cent. 
That was in itself almost enough to in­ 
sure an electoral harvest in the farm 
belt. 
Any resemblance between 1948 and 
1976 stops here. This time there is not 
m erely confidence of victory in 
November but, as some Democrats fear, 
overconfidence which could result in a 
relaxation of effort with fatal results. 
National Dem ocratic Chairman 
Robert Strauss has in three and a half 
years done an extraordinary job of pull­ 
ing together the warring factions of the 
party left in the aftermath of the sham­ 
bles of 1972. It was not one party but two 
or three parties. Traveling in 30 states 
and working with Democratic of­ 
ficeholders from governor on down, he 
has put together a united front prepared 
to work for a moderate center candidate. 
At the same time, however, Strauss is 
trying to examine as objectively as pos­ 
sible the outlook for the big contest. He 
shares the feeling that Ronald Reagan 
might be a more formidable opponent 
than President Ford. If Reagan should 
pick John Connally as his Vice President, 
his chances of carrying Texas, where he 
won a big primary victory, would be 
greatly enhanced. 
Then carrying California, his home 
state, with the rest of the West, where he 
is strong, and with a good chance in con­ 
servative Florida, Reagan could win. 
This is the sober arithmetic troubling 
those who fear overconfidence. This 
same arithmetic may well enter into the 


calculations of the delegates to the 
Republican convention in Kansas City. 
With the advantage of a candidate vir­ 
tually certain a month in advance of the 
convention, and with a platform that 
with a few exceptions conforms to 
Carter’s views, a campaign is being 
geared up to enlist all elements of the 
party. Putting aside his own presidential 
ambitions, Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey is 
expected to go around the country ad­ 
dressing himself in particular to 
organized labor where he has his 
greatest strength. 
Regardless of whether the opponent is 
Reagan or Ford, California is a question 
mark. Gov. Edmund G. (Jerry) Brown 
continued his campaign long after the 
Carter bandwagon had taken on board 
virtually all of the other primary opposi­ 
tion. But if Ford cannot carry his own 
state for the national ticket — or if he 
does not make an all-out effort — his own 
political future will not loc* promising. 
As for the South, regional pride plus 
the prospect of a united party should go a 
long way. Gov. George Wallace, in his

dignified speech calling on his delegates 
to vote for Carter just after the Ohio 
primary, surely did a lot to restore 
Alabama to the Democratic column. 
Georgia, with some conspicuous 
holdouts, is bursting with pride over the 
native son, the peanut farmer from 
Plains. Momentum, a word that kept 
cropping up in Carter’s primary cam­ 
paign, could mean a lot in a region so 
long turned off from the Democratic 
party. 
As that ancient political adage goes, 
you pays your money and takes your 
choice. Money is not likely to be a 
problem in either party this time. There 
will be a lot of double givers. That is to 
say, those who split their contributions, 
wanting to make sure that, whoever the 
man to occupy the White House for the 
coming four years, he will have at least a 
pledge of their good intentions. This 
time, if the campaign financing law can 
be circumvented without the con­ 
sequences visited out of 1972 on so many 
corporations, it will be more than ever a 
gamble. 


Emergency communications 


It’s been years and oceans of politics 
since first proposals for updating 
emergency service communications 
systems in the two-county Region P of 
the California Criminal Justice Council 
system. 
Officials see the implementation of the 
new systems this year. Constructors are 
already 
revamping 
Lom poc 
P o lic e 
Department, and the 
Lompoc Sheriff’s sub­ 
station to incorporate 
the new sophisticated 
radio equipment. It’s 
systems in the plural 
b eca u se 
Lom poc 
police and fire have 
one system, and the 
sheriff, another — 
both of them joining 
down the line, if that 
makes sense. 
Some of the details were laid out this 
week by Lompoc Police Capt. Robert 
Hebert. 
When ifs completed, the police system 
will permit car-to-car and car-to-station 
communication locally, and from a car, 
locally, to a station anywhere else in the 
region, thanks to lin e-o f-sig h t 
"repeater" stations that pick up the 
signals and relay them farther on. 


The Lompoc system will cost a total of 
about $65,000, including $5,000 in 
matching funds provided by the city, and 
another sum of $15,000 from the city to 


pay for the inclusion of fire dispatching 
procedures. The central control system 
will eliminate three student dispatchers 
in the fire department, at a saving of 
about $16,000 annually; and permit the 
consolidation of the dispatching services 
for both fire and police, Hebert said. 


Target for completion of the new 
system is Jan. I, 1977, but Hebert in­ 
dicates it could be much sooner. 


The sheriff’s equivalent and an ad­ 
ditional system for that department are 
another story, for another time.

ROVin' Around with R.O.V. 


Test your 
memory 


On a visit back to Ventura County over 
the weekend, some friends asked me 
whether I was all settled up here in Lom­ 
poc. 
I told them that we were pretty well 
settled in except that there were a few 
boxes of stuff that we hadn’t unpacked 
yet. 
My 
frie n d s 
suggested that if we 
haven’t needed the 
stuff that’s in the 
boxes by now, we 
probably won’t need it 
at all. 
For the most part, 
that may be the case, 
but I disproved that 
old adage in at least 
one instance earlier 
this week when I was 
rummaging through 
one of those boxes in 
search of someting else 
find, incidentally — but did come across 
another item that had crossed my mind 
when I used a 65-year-old clipping in this 
column not long ago. 
The clipping concerned a medical 
theory that was being advanced in those 
days to explain some unusual deaths. It 
was claimed that people were suf­ 
focating themselves by traveling at the 
unheard-of speeds that their horseless 
carriages were able to carry them — 
some of them exceeding 20 miles per 
hour! 
The material I came across was a 
summary of the first 15 years of 
mechanized transportation—fr0m 1895 to 
1910. The thrust of the information was 
that in those early days, literally 
hundreds of different automobile 
manufacturers were turning out their 
versions of those reckless vehicles that 
made it unsafe for pedestrians and 
horse-drawn carriage drivers alike to 
venture out onto the roads. 
In 1900 alone, 4,192 automobiles were 
built in the United States and most of 
them ran. New York City had even 
started licensing cars in 1899 and it 
enriched their treasury by the magnifi­ 
cent sum of $1,000 the first year. 
While Lompoc residents in 1976 un­ 
doubtedly will buy more cars than were 
manufactured in the whole country in 
1900, people in those days were no less 
enthusiastic in their efforts to obtain one 
of the gas buggies, despite some of the 
obvious drawbacks to ownership. 
In 1895, motor vehicles made an ap­ 
pearance in England where they were 
classed as "locomotives’’ and had to be 
preceded by a person carrying a red 
warning flag, borne at walking pace. 
Helping to whet the appetite of 
motorists was the performance of a 
Duryea Motor Road Wagon in 1895 in 
Chicago. It won a 52-mile road race at an 
average speed of 7.5 miles per hour, with 
time for necessary stops deducted. 
In 1898, the granddaddy of them all in 
this country, the Haynes-Apperson, 
came out with a two-cylinder horizontal 
engine resting under the seats. The gas 
tank was on one side of the car, the 
radiator on the other The frame was of 
sturdy wood construction, with patent 
leather fenders and dashboard. It ran on 
bicycle type tires and underneath was a 
canvas apron which kept dust and mud 
from getting into the mechanical parts. 
Also in 1898 was produced the Winton, 
advertised as "a gasoline runabout for 
daily use.” It got 18 miles to the gallon 
and traveled at the breakneck speed of 
one mile in a minute and 47 seconds. It 
cost $1,000 
In 1899. a horseless carriage traveled 
from Cleveland to New York City in only 
47 hours and 37 minutes. 
The Pierce-Arrow of 1902 was adver­ 
tised at $1,250, with a reverse gear 
costing $50 extra, if you wanted one. 
Cadillac made the scene in 1903 as the 
car "with the doubt and the jar left out." 
It pledged to do from five to 30 miles per 
hour with ease and came equipped with a 
safety device that made it impossible to 
crank the car with too early a spark. 
"Why take a chance on breaking your 
arm?" asked the advertisment which of­ 
fered the car for $750, plus extras. 
Also in 1903, the White Steamer, 
termed a four-seater but capa Me of 
carrying more, came out for $2,000 plus 
accessories. It carried IO gallons of gas­ 
oline and 15 gallons of water. 
An exciting feat the next year was a 
trip in a one-cylinder Packard from San 
Francisco to New York in 61 days. 
At the 10th national auto show in New 
York City, 130 models were displayed 
with prizes ranging as follows: 
Three for under $1,000; IO between 
$1,000 and $1,500; 12 between $1,500 and 
$2,000; 17 between $2,000 and $3,000 ; 27 
between $3,000 and $4,000; SI between 
$4,000 and $5,000; 19 between $5,000 and 
$6,000 and ll at $6,000 or more. 
When you consider that those were 
1905 dollars and not the current inflated 
variety, the bargain you get for a 1976 
model is pretty remarkable.
